ELSEWHERE will be found an interview 
with Jay Gould on the present conflict be- 
tween capital and labor, He refers to the 
Southwestern strike as a thing of the past 
and as having been the work of agitators 
lacking the sense to use their power with 
discretion. He believes the present agita- 
tion among workingmen seeks practically to 
plunge the country into acivil war. Organ- 
ized labor is on the wrong path just at pres- 
ent, and unscrupulous and designing men 
are misleading the masses. Mr. Gould then 
outlined his own scheme for labor unions, 
the objects of which shall be to properly ed- 
ucate their members, weed out the black 
sheep, and provide for life insurance. To 
suck organizations Mr. Gould feels he could 
lend hearty support, being willing to aid 
them financially. 


STRIKING RUN MAD. 

The most unjust and unreasonable demand 
which workmen have yet made in Chicago 
on employers is that presented by the hands 
in the Rothschild furniture factory at the 
instigation of a Communistic walking dele- 
gate. 

The Rothschild company, like the Bruns- 
wick company, has a large amount of unfin- 
ished contract work to perform, taken on the 
basis of ten-hour work. Taking advantage 
of the obligations of the firm to perform its 
contracts with customers, the hands, who had 
been working by the piece and making from 
$12 to $20. per week, aceording to their skill, 
were ordered last week by a secret conclave 
to make a strike, based on the following de- 
mands: (1) That the men be paid by the 
day instead of by the piece; (2) that eight 
hours be a day’s work; (3) that for their 
eight hours’ work they be paid on the basis 
of ten hours’ pay at the old price by the 
piece. _ Notwithstanding the unreasonable 


conceded, under the stress of circumstances, 
and an arrangement was effected by which 
the new schedule would go into effect May 1. 

The Furnituremakers’ Union, however, 
which is dominated by Communists, was not 
satisfied that the men should go to work. 
under any such amicable arrangement, It 
sent its walking delegate” (“a red-headed 
Bohemian”) to the shop. He marched in 
and ordered the men to abandon their work, 
They did so without question. It now ap- 
pears that the reason for quitting work is 
because the employés of the Cineinnati 
branch house are out oh a strike. They de- 
mand now that the Cincinnati concern shall 
be closed up and all the men and their fami- 
lies brought here to be supported by the firm 
or placed at work with the Chicago employés 
on the same unreasonable terms. ‘Lhis is 
the most impudent demand which has yet | 
been made in this eity. The Anarchist Fur- 
niture Union not only claims the right to fix 
such time and wages as it pleases, and to 
compel a skilled workingman earning $20 a 
week to lower himself to the plane of men 
who can earn only $12 a week, but it 
dictates to the firm where it shall do 
business and orders it to close up 4 
factory in another State and bring all its work- 
men here. Of course the firm has refused 
to submit to such audacious demands and has 
locked up its works and will keep them 
locked until its employés come to their senses. 
It should go further than this and claim the 
protection of the laws. The red-headed dy- 
namiter who invaded its premises after the 
firm had come to an amicable agreement with 
its men and had made every concession asked 
for oughi to be dealt with by law. It is 
time that some of these Communistic cranks 
were dealt with under the conspiracy laws 
and taught the lesson that they canaot inter- 
fere with business after employers and em- 
ployés have come to terms. It is astonishing 
that skilled workmen themselves will submit 
to such tyranny. 


Since writing the above we learn that the 
Rothschild tirm succumbed yesterday to the 
latest demands of their Communist workmen 
by ordering their Cincinnati manager to sur- 
render to the stri..ers. 
explanation says: 

We bad to do it, because we have $80,000 
worth of work that must be finished by Sept. 1. 
But we are not going to keep all of those men 
at work. It's our intention to reduce the 
factory to one-fifth its present size, and of the 
500 men we now employ there to keep only 
seventy-five or 100 of them. We are going to 
discharge them gradually, as we can do 80 
without any loss, as we have been contemplat- 
ing this thing for the last six months and we 
have enough stock in the white to last two 
years. All that is required are a few finishers 
to get it in shape for the market. Should 
business pick up of course we can dire the 
men again; Out if trade does not improve 
more than it is at present we will have goods 
enough on band to last two years, 


But suppose the red-flag workmen refuse 
to be discharged when there is nothing for 
them todo? There is no doubt that thou- 
sands of employers intend to cut down their 
force to correspond with the depression that 
inordinate demands are sure to cause. But 
how are the disciples of the new doctrine to 
be dropped from the pay-roll as long as the 
„boss“ has a cent of property left? 


FRYE’S DISTORTED TARIFF STATIST- 
108 


The blunders of fact and reasoning perpe- 
trated by Senator Frye in his recent speech 
in the Senate are almost beyond comprehen- 
sion. It is not easy to explain how a mem- 
ber of the highest legislative body in this 
country will rise in his place and put forth 
assertions which the official figures of the 
Treasury reports show to be absolutely false, 
if not dishonest. Arguing in favor of a 
profligate steamship subsidy tax on the peo- 
ple to enable merchants to transport high- 
priced unsalable goods to low-priced foreign 
markets at public expense, Senator Frye pro- 
ceeded to declare that as a result of the tariff 
reduction of 1883, made by the Kepublican 
party, we have strikes, boycotts, depressed 
business, and a million idle laborers.” He 
asserted boldly and unqualliſiedly that the

mission [probably meaning Congress of 1883 
made a reduction of from 16 to 33 per cent in 
the duty on cotton goods. That increased the 
importations but stopped work. The present 
Morrison Tariff bill proposed another reduc- 
tion of from 16 to 33 per cent of the duty [on 
three or four raw materials, like lumber, salt, 
and wool], and if it passes the importations of 
cotton goods, instead of $37,000,000, will be- 
come $75,000,000 a year; and there will be 200,- 
000 men less at work bere, and so many more 
to engage in strikes, We imported last year 
$48,000,000 of woolen goods, $40,000,000 of iron 
and sceel manufactures, and $17,000,000 of 
linen goods, every dollar’s worth of which we 
might just as well have made in the United 
States. 

The recklesness of a United States Senator 
who will utter such statements as the above is 
fairly astounding. The Government statist- 
ics shows that the reduction of the tariff in 
1883, made by the Republican party, was 
followed by a decrease in the importations of 
every article named by Senator Frye, so that 
his argument turns on itself and leaves him 
without a shred of fact for his wild, prepos- 
terous assertions, Taking the first article 
mentioned—cotton goods—the Government 
reports for the year preceding the reduction 
of tariff and ending June 30, 1883, show the 
following:

Per cent of tax on consumers being 37.81. 


Now, for the year ending June 30, 1885, 
after a sufficient time had elapsed for the re-

So that on nearly every one of the prime 
articles of import mentioned by Senator Frye 
the effect of revising the tariff was to lessen 
importations. According to his own argu- 
ment, when it is corrected and straightened 
by the use of true figures, the reduction of 
the tariff tended so far as it went to lessen 
importations and furnish employment for 
more men in this country. Instead of attrib- 
uting the present depression to the Republic- 
an tariff reform of 1883 it would be more 
rational in Senator Frye to inquire how much 
worse it would be if the importations were 
as great as before and consumers were still 
paying the full war taxes on all classes of 
subsidized articles. Yet right in the tace of 
the facts appearing on the Government records 
and showing a large decrease in importations 
under the reduced tariff, Senator Frye has 
tie hardihood or the blundering carelesness to 
rise in his place and assert that the present 
industrial condition of the country results 
from increased imports caused by the revision 
of the tariff in 1883. 

As to linen goods, no high-tariff codd ling 
has ever resulted in their manufacture to an 
extent worth mentioning in this country, and 
the revised tariff of 1883 had no effect on 
linen one way or the other, as Frye well 
knows, unless he is a veritable know-nothing. 

Senator Frye’s arguments are as sophistical 
as his figures are absurd and contradictory. 
It is nonsensical to talk about benefiting the 
people of this country by subsidizing stéam- 
ship lines to carry American high-priced 
manufactures to foreign: ports at public ex- 
pense, since all such goods would be handi- 
capped by the tariff under which they were 
produced, and could not enter into eompeti- 
tion in neutral markets with English and Ger- 
man goods even if transported there free of 
charge. A protective duty which keeps 
European manufactures out of the United 
States is just that much protection tq an En- 
glish merchant in competing with an Ameri- 
can in any neutral pert. The protective 
theory is founded on non-intercourse with 
other nations, and it is absurd for Frye to 
argue that foreign trade can be extended by 
levying on the people to pay steamship sub- 
sidies, 

But suppose the American people should 

stand being thus taxed to enabie our man- 
ufacturers to sell their high-priced goods in 
foreign markets, what would be received in 
exchange? Certainly not any kind of prod- 
ucts or manufactures produced in this coun- 
try, since that would increase importations 
‘and “* depress home industries” still further, 
even if not excluded by our high tariff. | The 
South American and Asiatic countries could 
pay for our goods only in silver, which is 
already redundant in this country. Frye’s 
idea that the American people can tax them- 
selves rich and extend foreign trade while 
clinging to a theory which, whether correct 
or not, is based on non-intercourse in com- 
mercial affairs is a piece of humbuggery as 
delusive and misleading as his distorted sta- 
tistics, | | 


THE PLAN OF THE TENNESSEE CAM- 
PAIGN., 

In the April number of the North Amert- 
can Review Miss Anna Ella Carroll, a Mary- 
land woman, puts forward a somewhat ex- 
traordinary claim to the authorship of the plan 
of the Tennessee campaign. In substance 
she states that in the fall of 1861 she went to 
St. Louis, in pursuance of an understanding 
with Col. Scott, then Assistant Secretary of 
War, indorsed by Mr, Lincoln, to inform her- 
self as to the military situation in the West. 
While there she became satisfied that the 
opening of the Mississippi would be attendu- 
ed with great dangers and uncertainties, and 
that the only way into the heart of the South 
was via the Tennessee and Cumberland 
Rivers, provided there was sufficient depth 
of water for the passage of gunboats over 
the bars. She ascertained that there was 
water enough through an interview in St. 
Louis witha pilot. She then claims that 
she submitted her scheme for the transfer of 
the armies from the impregnable Mississip- 
pi” to the Tennessee to Col. Scott, and that 
her plan was carried out to the salvation of 
the Union.” 

Such in substance is Miss Carroll’s claim, 
which, to say the least, is somewhat egotis- 
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| woman who was deeply interested in the 
Union cause, that she was on intimate terms 
with the war authorities, and that on one of 
her commissions she learned from a pilot 
that river gunboats could go up safely both 
the Tennessee and Cumverland at certain 
stages of those rivers in the spring an idea 
which would have suggested itself and prob- 
ably did suggest itself to every military offi- 
cer, She makes no account of the much 
more important fact that the gunboats which 
were in process of construction while she 
was in St. Louis were intended to navigate 
Southern rivers and to go down the im- 
preguable Mississippi,” and did go down 
from Cairo to Vicksburg under Commodore 
Foote and his successor, and that Admiral 
Farragut went up trom New Orleans to Port 
Hudson, thus opening the Mississippi River 
its entire length except at Island No. 
10, Vicksburg, and Port Hudson, which 
the army captured, thus isolating the 
four important States of Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, and Texas from 
the rest of the Confederacy. The Ten- 
nessee and Cumberland Rivers were util- 
ized, when high enough to float gun- 
boats, just as other rivers were.. No naviga- 
ble stream that offered an opportunity for 
getting into the Confederacy was neglected. 
Miss Carroll may be entitled to the credit of 
discovering that gunboats could go up those 
rivers, but this does not entitle her to claim 
the plan of the Tennessee campaign any more 
than her discovery that a fleet could not go 
down the impregnable Mississippi” entitles 
her to the credit of planning the capture of Co- 
lumbus, Island No, 10, Memphis, Vicksburg, 
Port Hudson, and New Orleans! , We are 
afraid Miss Carroll has let a somewhat lively 
imagination run away with her. Every one 
of the officials to whom she refers is now dead. 
Were they living we are afraid their testi- 
mony would locate the plan of the Tennessee 
campaign elsewhere, and would show that 
Grant, C. F. Smith, Fremont, Halleck, Buell, 
Foote, and others hud very much to do 
with it. :

Tre recent declaration of the Pall Mall 
Gazette in the matter of the proposed fishery 
settlement, that it should be let out to 
arbitration in some form, that it is not a 
matter of much importance anyway, and 
that the English Government and English 
people have no particular interests in the 
squabble, is making the Canadians wince, 
and some of them are getting mad about 
what they call insolent indifference. The 
Toronto Globe goes so far as to say: The 
idea is somewhat galling, but it is still scarce- 
ly to be questioned that we poor Canadians, in 
imperial eyes and when imperial difficulties 
are to be settled, scarcely count for more 
than the live stock on the property, if so 
much.” But what else did these lazy, shift- 
less Canadians expect, living on the borders 
of this great Republic, afraid to come into it, 
and hanging on to the skirts of a little island 
8,000 miles away ! 


One of the oldest and largest manufactur- 
ing establishments in Buffalo, the stove 
works of Sherman S. Jewett & Co., has been 
closed, although the proprietors had intended 
to enlarge their works this season and in- 
crease their force of workmen. The reason 
for closing is the prevalence of strikes and 
the uncertain condition of the labor market. 
Rather than expose themselves to the dan- 
gers and disturbances of a strike or make 
contracts which they might not be able to 
fill, they have deemed it the part of prudence 
to close until matters have settled down so 
that business can be safely conducted. A 
Buffalo paper says the men supported by 
these works would of themselves make a 
considerable village. ‘Ihere ought to bea 
moral in this closing to workmen—namely: 
that manufacturers will shut up when the 
demands of labor are carried so far that busi- 
ness can only be run at a loss.

His resig- 
nation is due to the fact that he did not coin- 
cide with the action taken by bis colleagues 
during his absence at the front.

Tue Oficial Journal says that if the Powers 
will recognize the agreement between Greece 
and France and remove their display of force 
to compel Greece to submit te their views, 
Greece will act in consonance with the duties 
inspired by her national interests and the 
bonor of the State.

Number of Savings Banks, Capital, and De- 
posits in the Southern States. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 29.—Some days 
ago it was reported on the authority of state- 
ments made at a hearing about postal savings 
banks that there were only five savings banks in 
the Southern States. The Charleston News and 
Courter, more accurately informed, gives a list 
wh‘ch shows that there are 117 savings banks in 
the Southern States, with more than ten mill- 


ions of capital and a surplus of over three 
millions. The News and Courier says: 
In Charleston alone there are five sav 
with an authorized capital of more 88 
AlLof these banks are doing a safe and profitable 
business, and the Ist of January, 1886, contained 
deposits amounting to $3,176,000. 
It gives the following table showing the dis- 
tribuuou of Southern savings banks, which is 
very in: cresting: 


It Has Already Cost 160,000, 000, and 
$240,000,000 More Is Needed—The Rav- 
ages of Disease Among the Men. 

New York, April 28.—The Panama Canal 
enterprise is occupying much attention here 
by reason of the persistent appeals of the 
American agents of De Lesseps for capital to 
carry on the work. De Lesseps himself is 
equally persistent in France. Several syndi- 
cates have been formed here, and have sent 
agents to the isthmus to report on the condi- 
tion ‘of affairs there. J. A. Griffith, a young 
commercial man of Pittsburg, went there in 
April to take a lock at the enterprise. 
He made the following careful statement 
about it: 

“The Panama Canal was commenced in the 
year 1881. Since then there has been com- 
pleted eight miles at the average depth of 
twelve feet. Sofar it has cost $160,000,000, 
which amount has been expended for ma- 
chinery. warehouses, and dwellings for the 
men. The machinery was never used, and has 
gone to rust and ruin. The length of the ca- 
nal will be forty-nine miles. it will cost to 
build entire nearly 8400, 000. 600. The most dif- 
ficult part of the work is to be done. It will 
never pay a dividend to the original stock- 
holders, who are mostly French. 

“The depth of the canal is to be twenty- 
eight feet, width at the top 260 feet, width at 
the bottom 120 feet. The only work done now 
is by an American dredging company, which 
is paid by the cubic metre. In case of any 
stoppage by the Canal Company the dredgers 
are to be paid $1.000 a day for their loss. The 
labor consists of whites, natives, and negroes. 
The whites number about 300, and are skilled 
laborers. The white engineers and overseers 
are paid from $100 to $175 per month; the ne- 
groes from $2 o $2.50 per day, but a larger 
percentage of negroes are paid by piece work, 
and make better wages. In summer the wet 
season begins in May and continues until No- 
vember. During that time it is impossible to 
work. The only work accomplished is in the 
dry season.“

Boston, Mass., April 27.—Aiter being closed 
for five months, Bowdoin Square Baptist 
Church was opened today for the regular an- 
nual meetmg of pewholders.

The current that 
sets in from Panama Bay causes a tide of 
eighteen feet, which will require for the canal 
a depth of forty-eight feet at Panama. The 
canal is under the protection of the Colombian 
Government, which is weak and unstable. The 
American influence is strong and exerts a con- 
ciliatory effect. The business along the line of 
the canal is done by merchants of all nation- 
alities, even to Chinese. The commodi- 
ties are cheaper than in the States, but 
as the laborers are paid in silver, which has a 
discount of 20 per cent, it renders the wares 
higber. The negro laborers, to the number of 
15,000, are from the Island of Barbadoes, the 
prisons of Havana, and the slums of New Or- 
leans. They are depraved and dissipated. The 
Government has not the power or means to 
control such a lawleas body of men. The fears 
of the whites are that in case the work of the 
canal is stopped from the lack of funds this 
uncontrollable mob would overrun Aspinwall 
with pillage and destruction.“

THE CITY’S GAS BILLS. 


The Indebtedness of $187,000 on the Gas 
Furnished Last Year Cannot Be Paid Out 
of the 1886 Appropriation—The Citizens’ 
Association Sustained—The Effect on the 
City’s Finances. 

Judge Shepard yesterday morning decided 
the motion to dissolve the injunction in the 
gas case of Edwin Lee Brown against the City 
of Chicago and the Chicago and People's Gas- 
Light Companies. The Judge, after stating 
the facts of the case, said the answers admit- 
ted that the full amount needed for gas was 
not appropriated in advance because it was 
impossible to tell how much would be needed 
for the purpose, but claimed that as an 
appropriation had been made concerning the 
lighting of the streets that was sufficient. It 
was not necessary to decide that question until 
final hearing. However that was, there was 
at present only due the gas ‘bills for the last 
two quarters of 1885, and they had been already 
audited by the city authorities. That being 
the case it would be improper to continue the 
injunction as to the two quarters of 1885, but 
the injunction should stand in a modified form 
80 as to enjoin the city from paying the bal- 
ance due for 1885 out of sums appropriated 
for 1886, or in any way anticipating the 188 
appropriation in payment of the 1885 bills. 
The law did not allow an  encroach- 
ment on the appropriation of one 
year to pay those of any other 


- year. If there was not enough coming in from 


the 1885 appropriation to pay the 1885 bills 
there was no way to do except to get an addi- 
tional appropriation or sue the city, or possibly 
get a decree in the present case and obtain an 
appropriation for the payment of such decree. 
The city could not legally take from the 1886 
appropriation to pay the 1885 bills. It was not 
necessary to decide how mucb was due the gas 
companies, nor whether the, debt was a valid 
ne, but simply to decide that the bills which 
been audited for 1885 may be paid by the 
ity in any legal manner 80 long 
1886 appropriation was not 
used for the purpose. Judge Beckwith 
asked leave to file suggestions of damages. 
Mr. Beach said ne did not think it was proper 
when the injunction was only modified and not 
dissolved. The Judge said he would not de- 
cide the question now, but would hear argu- 
ments on it. Mr. Winston asked that a larger 
bond be filed for the protection of the city. 
This also went over. 

“The effect of the decision, as I antici- 
pated,” said Corporation Counsel Winston, 
will de that the city will have to pay the gas 
biils of 1885. I dont see any escape from it. 
The bills must be paid otherwise than out of 
the appropriation for 1886. What I am afraid 
of is a decree with 6 per cent interest. A judg- 
ment cannot be provided for until next year, 
and the money would not be ready for pay- 
ment until July, 1888. So eighteen months’ 
interest, or about 522.500, will have to be 
added as the result of filing the bill.“ 

It has been the custom to pay the excess of 
gas bills in one year out of the appropriation 
for another, the companies waiting several 
months for their money, and asking no inter- 
est. The bills of 1884 exceeded the appropria- 
tion by $115,000, owing to the increasing of the 
size of the burners and the charging of $1.25 
per 1,000 feet by the Chicago company after the 
appropriation bad been made. The excess 
over the appropriation of 1885 was $72,000. 80 
$187,000 was due at the close of last year. It 
is said, however, that this amount was not in- 
cluded in the gas item for 1886, which is $585,- 
000. But the bills would have been paid had 
the Citizens’ Association not stepped in, and 
the appropriation would probably have deen 
exhausted as usual during the first half of the 
year, and the cost of the gas consumed in the 
last half would bave been taken from the item 
next year. Owing to the reduction of the size 
of the burners this year there will be a 
saving of about $100,000, but, as there 
is a liability, the saving cannot be turned into 
the general fund, and used, as bas been pro- 
posed, in the construction of bridges. In ad- 
dition to an outlay of $22,500 for interest. the 
application for an injunction may prevent the 
construction of a doubie-track bridge at 
Twelfth street, as the Mayor expected to take 
$40,000 ot the savings on yas for that purpose, 
there being available only enough cash to con- 
struct a single bridge. It may also defer the 
construction of a double-track bridge at Jack- 
son, as $50,000 was expected from this source. 
However, the suit will break up a vicious way 
of doing business, and prevent the contrac- 
tion of liabilities where there are no funds to 
meet them.

CHICAGO’S STREET CHILDREN. 


Representatives of the Various Charitable 
Societies Talk Over Plans for Their Re- 
A meeting of representatives of the various 

charitable societies of the city was held at the 
Sherman House last night to consider The 
Street Children of Chicago.“ Mrs. Charles T. 
Coffin read a paper on Dependent Children.“ 
She recommended that homes be provided for 
auch girls as had not yet reached the streets, 
where no taint existed, and for whom no com- 
mittal was necessary. For the class of young 
girls who spent most of their time on the 
streets, as peddlers and beggars, and those who 
had already fallen, Mrs. Coffin recommeuded 
that State schools be endowed and conducted 
by a board composed exclusively of Christian 
women. 

Mrs. G. B. Marah, President of the Illinois 
Training-Scbool for Giris, drew a vivid picture 
of the terrible evils to which neglected girls 
were exposed. 

Andrew Paxton, the agent of the Citizens’ 
League, spoke hopefully of the decrease of 
crime among juveniles during the last few 
years. He had lictie faith io reforming old 
veteran sinners, but bad unlimited faith in 
saving the children. He was sick and tired of 
reform—it was prevention that was wanted, 
Places like Jerry Monroe’s garden were 
ruining more young’ giris in one 
month than the Home of the ood 
Shepherd could reform in twelve. And yet 
such men and the man from whose dive on 
Clark street a 13-year-old girl was taken some 
time ago continued to have licenses in spite of 
every protest. 

T. E. Daniels of the Waifs’ Mission, made a 
plea for the establishment of city industrial 
schools ef different grades, where the boys 
should be uniformed and allowed a certain 
amount of liberty. Mr. Daniels then drew at- 
tention to the 10-cent lodging-houses of the 
city and declared that more boys were sent to 
Hell in a year by these than by all the other 
agencies uf evil in the city. 

Officer Dudley, of the Humane Society 
strongly advocated the establishment of pre- 
ventive and reformatory schools for boys as 
well as girls. ie 

Superintendent Felton of the bridewell ex- 
pressed his entire concurrence in the idea of 
establishing State industrial school said he 
bad no faith in reforming adult criminals. In 
referring to disorderly resorts he said it did 
more good to lock up the keeper of a bawdy- 
houge than to arrest 500 inmates. 

Judge Hawes foresaw great difficulties in 
the way of securing the passage of a bill 
through the Legislature for the establishment 
of a State school. He did not think anything 
reformatory was accomplished at Cheater, 
Joliet, or the bridewell. More substantial re- 
forms had been accomplished among the 300 
boys at Pontiac and those attending the school 
at Feehanviile. He thought an appeal to the 
business-men of the city would secure ali the 
money needed for buying the necessary land 
for the institution, erecting the buildimgs, and 
endowing them. 

The Rev. E. I. Galvin attributed most of the 
juvenile crime to the want of home influence. 

A committee was appointed to draw up a 
pian of action to be submitted to the next 
meeting. 


GRAVEL-CONTRACT BOODLE JOB, 


Incontrovertible Evidence of Fishy Manipu- 
lations in Connection with It. 

The plank road gravel contract is a palpable 
steal. At least $15,000 of the $20,691 voted to 
be paid by the Commissioners last Monday 
must be set down to the account of * boodle.”’ 


The bill cannot be explained in any other way. 
Either the 1,089 car-loads ot gravel alleged to 
have been delivered were very short.“ or 
most of the gravel must have been used in 
Other places than the plank road. Even Van Pelt 
is reported as saying that the county was im- 
posed on in this matter, but with characteristic 
effrontery be proposes to purchase 1,000 car- 
loads more to make the road what it ought to 
be. Commissioner McCarthy, with equal dis- 
regard of public opinion and of the facts, says 
that the $20,691 worth of gravel nas been hon- 
estly and properly used. Reason. fact, and 
argument seem to be thrown awayon the 
Oommissioners.. They don’t care about public 
Every circumstance concerning 
this contract seems to indicate boodle busi- 
ness. Commissioner Hemmelgarn states that 
when the graveimg was first proposed he was 
given to understand that the entire expense 
would not exceed $1,000; the price paid, $19 
per car-load; was the extremest figure allowed 
under the resolution; this price was paid for 
very inferior gravel, half sand in fact, while 
the best gravel in the market—Joliet gravel— 
is delivered in this city, ‘freight prepaid, 
at $16 per  car-load; Com mission- 
ers most nearly connected with the job have 
fibbed as to the extent of road graveled; the 
order for the payment of the bill was sought 
to be smuggled through the board; the war- 
rant for payment was requested to be made 
out within an bour of the passage of the order 
for payment by one of the Commissioners. In 
order to pay tne bill the specific appropriation 
for roads and bridges would have to be over- 
drawn for $11,000 and four months of the 
fiscal year yet remain. recommen dation 
of the committee in reference to the payment 
is couched in the following language according 
to the official record: 

Your committee would further recommend that 
the rules be suspended and the above bill be paid 
without awaiting the approval of the minutes of 


this meeting. and that the Clerk be directed to draw ‘ 


his warrant therefor. 

This in itself would seem to be strong evi- 
dence that everythmg waa not all rigut. Yet 
the following Commissioners voted for the rec- 
ommendation: Casselman, Geils, Leyden, 
Lynn, MacDonald, McUarthy, McClaugbrey, 


Niesen. Oliver, Van Pelt, Wren, and Kiebm. 


Hemwmeigarn alone voted against it, for he rec- 
Dilected that it was intendea originaliy to in- 
cur only about $1,000 expense in connection 
with the contract. 

The defenders of the boodle job youchsafe 
no explanation of the expenditure. They could 
not explain satisfactorily how $20,691 could be 
expended in the graveling of a mie and a balf 
of road, while the average cost of building the 
same length of railroad, including grading, 
bridging, and culverts, hardwood ties (2,000 to 
the mile), steel rails (100 tons to the mile), 
spikes aud clamps. is about $15,000 ($10,000 per 
mile). There must bea grab in that gravel 
contract. Can Commissioners who have the 
least regard for their reputation afford to sus- 
tain it? Will the taxpayers patiently look on 
and see the thing perpetrated? Is there no 
remedy against such contracts as this?

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LOWS IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Institution of the First Lodge at Baltimore 
in 1819—The Pioneer Lodge in Illinois 
Founded at Alton—Celebration of the 
Sixty-Seventh Anniversary of the Intro- 
duction of the Order into This Country. 

The Independent Order of Odd-Fellows is, 
with one exception, the oldest of the secret so- 
cieties formed for beneficial and fraternal pur- 
poses. There are traditions as to the tracing 
of its inception into the remote past, but these 
do not seem to be generally accepted. More 
than usual attention has been directed to the 
order at the present time, owing to the fact 
that the sixty-seventh anniversary of its in- 
stitution was celebrated yesterday by the Odd- 
Fellows of Chicago and the country at large 
with due ceremony and rejoicing. 

The order was not iptroduced into the 
United States until 1819, though some efforts 
had been made previously to establish lodges 
under the auspices of other branches of the 
order, notably the Ancient Order of Odd-Fel- 
lows of London, These, however, were not 
successful. The first lodge was instituted in 
Baltimore and was known as Washington 
Lodge No. 1, and to Thomas Wildey more than 


to any other man is due the honor of the in- 
troduction, and he has been generally accepted 
by the craft as the founder of the order in this 
country. 


He was an Englishman and was born in Lon- 
don in 1782, and had previously been a mem- 
ber of the order in England, baving been ini- 
tinted with Lodge No. 17 jn his native city. 
The date of the institution of Washington 
Lodge was April 26, the members being Thomas 
Wildey, John Welch, Jobn Duncan, John 
Cheatham, aad Richard Rushworth. The meet- 
ing was held at an inn known as the Seven 
Stars,“ on Second street, between Frederick 
street and Warket space, and Wildey was made 
Noble Grand. 


“THE SEVEN STARS.” 


A charter was issued te the lodge Feb. 1 
1820, dy the Duke of York Lodge, Pres- 
ton, Engiand. Feb. 22, 1822, the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland and the Uniied States was organ- 
ized, held its meetings regularly for some 
years, and considerable progress was made in 
spreading the ‘principles of the order. The 
Grand Lodge of Maryland and the United 
States finally surrendered its charter and ad- 
journed sine die Noy. 22, 1824. The Grand 
Lodge of Maryland held its first annual session 
Jan. 15, 1825, and the Grand Lodge of the 
United States its first session Feb. 22, 1825. At 
this time there were one Supreme Grand 
Lodge, three subordinate grand lodges, and 
six subordinate lodges. 


The First Lodge in the State of Ilinois. 


The first lodge of the I. O. O. F. established 
in Illinois was organized at Alton, Aug. 11. 
1836, and was called the Western Star, No. 1. 
The first report, made out in 1838, showed a 
membership of forty-seven. The second lodge 
was Alton, No. 2, at the same place, and was 
established by P. G. Sire Wildey in July,.1838. 
Prior to the organization of the Grand 
Lodge, P. G. Sire Wildey granted war- 
rants for Lodges Nos. 
and organized Nos. 
whieh he returned to Alton and established 
the Grand Lodge Aug. 22, 1838, with Samuel C. 
Peirce as Grand Master. By neglect of its 
members and the defunction of subordinates, 
— Lodge was virtually dissolved in 

The number of lodges has increased from 
one in 1836 to 664 at the beginning of.1885, with 
a membership of 32,101. The total amount of 
relief given for the previons year was $81,942, 
and the tota! receipts $274,725. 


Grand Reunion at Battery D Armory. 


A grand reunion and reception was held last 
evening at Battery D Armory, the audience 
numbering about 6,000. The program included 
music by the orchestra and the Oriental Quar- 
tet. The exercises opened with an ode which 
was sung by the audience, standing. The Hon. 
Jobn G. Rogers, P. G. R., who presided during 
the evening, made the address of welcome. 
He was followed by Mr. John Buehler, P. G., 
who delivered an address upon the order in 
German, reciting facts relating to its organ- 
izadion, dwelling upon the great extent and 
power of the Odd-Fellows throughout 
Europe and America, and giving statistics of 
lodges in Germany, France, England, other 
European States, and America. The address 
of the evening was by the Hon. David 
Ward Wood, P. G., who was eloquent in 
praise of the great organization and its human- 
itarian principies and works. He related sev- 
eral anecdotes to illustrate certain pomts. The 
objects of the order, he said, were to visit 
the sick, aid the distressed, bury the dead, and 
educate the orphan,’ and added that if the 
40,000 members in IIlinois were financially un- 
equal to the tasks they could touch the goiden 
chord that linked the order throughout the 
United States and summon assistance. State 
lines, be said, did not divide them nor limit 
their power as they did in matters of politics 
and government. 

Very short addresses were made by Grand 
Master Sanders, Past Grand Master Miller, and 
Past Grand Master Orendorf, and then there 
was an exhibition drill by Canton Excelsior, 
No. 7, P. M., which made a bright and pict- 
uresque moving scene in the centre of the 
large audience. The drili was followed by 
dancing, and supper was served in the dining“ 
room until 2 a. m.
